November S 8z <b, Thirty-second Sunday in Ordinary Time 


/\re you a good steward? 

Do you live like a "steward"? I suppose most of us do not wake up in the 
morning and think specifically about being a steward. More often we might 
see ourselves as disciples. However, Christians are also called stewards. The 
term is used by various writers in the New Testament (cf. Lk. 12:42; 16:1-13; 1 
Pet 4:10; Tit 1:7). Paul says that we are "stewards of the mysteries of God" (1 
Cor. 4:1). 

In New Testament times the term steward described the "manager" of a 
person's property. Stewardship emphasizes the autonomy and responsibility 
of the steward in relation to his master's property. The "steward" was not 
merely a head-servant placed in charge of a household staff (as in Luke 12:42), 
but a trained, trusted, and duly empowered agent of the master. He was able 
to act in the name of the master in transactions with third parties. Thus, a 
"steward" is the fully empowered administrator of the master's goods. Yet, he 
is merely a "steward" and not the owner. So in Luke 16:13, he is also called a 
"servant" (or slave) of the master, who demands an accounting of his 
stewardship. The steward enjoys autonomy, yet remains accountable. 

Everything I possess comes from God. I own nothing, not even myself. Yet, 
God gives me great responsibility to oversee his gifts. God asks me to 
"manage" those gifts according to his will. And this is possible because I can 
know the "mind of God" according to Paul. 

Therefore, the most important part of stewardship is PRAYER. We need to 
pray constantly about how to use our gifts as God wills. And we need to pray 
about the needs which arise in the community. If someone is needed to help 
with faith formation or jail ministry, then I should ask myself, "Lord, is this 
where you want me?" 

In preparation for the Annual Diocesan appeal next Sunday, PRAY about your 
level of giving. I have found that when I pray about how to use my talents or 
my treasure, God normally inspires me to give beyond what I think is possible. 
Often prayer convinces me to do something that seems too difficult. Prayer 
engenders confidence and trust when I would otherwise be anxious. Prayerful 
generosity of my money brings a sense of freedom from possessions and a 
simultaneous trust in God's providence. 

We are "stewards of the mysteries of God." Pray that you will be good 
steward.
